ROW IN A THEATRE AT HAVANA. | 


A correspondent.of an Eastern paper, 
writing from Havana, December 15th, 
says: @ 

On the 8th inst., we had the nearest 
approach to a riot I have ever seen on 
this island. It took place|in the Tacon 
theatre. The performaned consisted of 
a mixed programme of nonsense most 
atrociously rendered. It was presided 
over by one of the “City Fathers” (as 
are all public performances), Crespo by 
name and apothecary by trade, and who 
is not a favorite with the public. The 


| house was a very full one, at high pti- 


ces, $2, and the patrons, the greater por- 
tion of whom were natives of Spain, , be- 
came naturally disgusted with the fraud 
practiced upon them, and from.the very 
commencement expressed their disap- 
probation. The boxes were emptied, 
with the fall of the first drop-scene, of 
all the gentler sex, and. then began a 
perfect Babel of cock crowing and cat-

some foolish man appeared on the stage 
and by signs gave the public to under- 
stand that their money should be return- 
ed Upon this the crowd rashed over 
benches and orchestra upon. the stage, 
and there for a time. amused themselves 
by ringing the bell, and finally cutting 
the rope thereof. Two began turning it 
while a third jumped. The rest ‘began 
dancing and jumping about like mad- 
men. <A dais and throne was leaning 
against the back wall. Several mount- 
ed it, when falling forward upon them, 
they were obliged to scramble from. be- 
neath it, entangled with the ctirtains, 
flags, etc., which had adorned it. » The 
President had been-foolish enough to or- 
der four-politemen to attempt to impose 
silénce. Their appearance was the sig- 
nal for redoubled cries and noise, and on 
threatening to send for a guard of sol- 
diers, the President was advised to ad- 
minister cataplasms and blisters to 
them.. The Chief of Police arrived with 
a reinforcement of policemen, when he 
was hooted and reviled. Attempting to 


| arrest a young man, some one struck 


him two severe blows with a cane. A 
policemen tried to arrest the perpetra- 
tor, but it cost him dear. The crowd 
rushed upon him, took away ‘his saber, 
and with many blows and kicks: foreed 
him through the living wall this crowd 
presented to the street. Then began a 
rain of chairs from the three tier of box- 
es upon the parquet. Shelves were 
renched off and thrown upon this pile, 
box doors and divisions were broken 
from above, pieces of seats were shied 
at the center chandelier, and destruction 
generally became the order of the night ; 
drop-curtains were rent, ‘twisted and 
let down, and the public tired themselves 
in destroying all breakables. At mid- 
night it finished, having lasted from 
about 94 o’clock. The damages are va- 
riously calculated from $3,000 to $5,000; 
a medium amount is probably correct. 
The next day a large number of young 
men of Havana were arrested*and vilely 
thrown into jail, some who had not been 
even present. 

One young gentleman, a oe of 
one of our first families, was most un- 
justly and atrociously placed in “Barto- 
lino,” a part of the dirty, filthy jail which 
stains this Capitol—only used for 
eondemned crimnials-of the worst kind, 

bont to be executed—composed of low 
small cells with scarcely breathing room, 
and the very cell lately occupied by the 
famous negro Lafitte ; in the cell by his 
side were two criniuals condemned to 
death.

"The recent. discoveries of copper in 
this county deserve something more than 
. passing notice, for the ‘developments 
being daily made, warrant us in conclu- 
ding that the interest, of copper mining 
will eventually be among the principle 
resources of the county. Three or four 
new lodes copper ore have been 
discovered within the two weeks last 
past, which with those already discover- 
ed will make eighteen separate and dis- 
-tinet copper lodes in the county, and we 
are speaking short of the truth when we 
place the value of the ore in the poorest 
veins at 15 per cent. 

The first discovery was made while 
prospecting the Green Ledge, at Gen- 
_esee Valley, some three years since.— 
"Then in quick succession were found the 
Cooper near Genesee, the Mountain 
Meadow vein near Mountain Meadows, 
the Gifford, the Hinele, and the Big In- 

at-or near Genesee Valley, the Su- 
jor at Light’s Canon, and others whose 
are unknown to us. 


The Superior ore i ‘is what is Halles pea- 
ick, being composed of rich brown and 
yellow. sulphurets.. of . copper. large- 
ly mixed with malachite. The ore in the 
Green and Cooper lodes are very similar, 
being the red oxyd. Some portions of 
of the vein assay as high as 66 per cent. 
The ore of the Mountain Meadows Com- 
pany is of a black or dark brown - tint, 
and mixed with considerable virgin cop- 
per. 
Of the Cooper lode quite a large 
amount, (some five or six tons) was sent 
to Swansea, England, for reduction, and 
the ore payed 57 per cent in copper, and 
silver at the rate of 140 dollars to the 
ton, This ledge on the outcrop is ten 
or twelve feet wide, and the ore taken 
was of course the best of the lot blasted 
out ; ; but the mass of the rock will pay 
_at least 85 percent. When we consider 
that 10 per cent. ore will pay well for 
working, we do not think we .over esti- 
mate the value of these discoveries, and 
_ consider that the working of copper ore 
will, at ho very distant day, become one 
of the principal sources of wealth 
Plumas county. 
As an evidence of our belief, we have 
‘the assurance of capitalists, who are in- 
vesting, and securing the possession of 
the best lodes, and all in a quiet way. 
Of course, capital is an absolute necd in 
working copper; bnt at present rates of 
labor, no extensive preparations. will be 
made for work on those lodes which have 
passed into the hands of speculative cap- 
italists. 

We know of indications of copper ore 
_din aeveral places in the county, and’ can 
point out the places to those who. desire 
to prospect ; but we caution our readers 
not to throw away time and labor on 
mere spurs, where the veins are within 
easy reach.

_ from this date, we shall have works for 

F copper ore in Plumas county, 
and that the value of the copper will 
then equal the value of our export of gold.

Here, I will 
mention the only fault that I can see that I should 
be censured with. It is neglect of making entries 
of the money received for Pedlar’s and Back Li- 
censer, when I would collect it, and soon found 
that I had collected mony which I could not make 
the returns for.
